Two of the most 
effective materials are diazinon 
and sevin. Diazinon should be 
used at the rate of 6 to 12 ounces 
of 25 per cent diazinon wettable 
powder or 25 per cent emulsifi- 
able concentrate in 25 gallons of 
water to each 1,000 square feet. 
Sevin should be used at the rate 
of 2 cups of 50 per cent or 1% 
cups of 80 per cent wettable Sf- 
vin to 1 000 square feet. A spray- 
er that can be attached to « wa- 
ter hose does an effective job w 
placing the insecticide wh 
the chinch bug gets in CQBtapf 
with the material.

ter, is encountering problems 
and delays in reconstruction no 
one could foresee 
immediately 


after the south-central section 
stepped

Ma»ch 27. 


In Alaska, problems of soil 


stability have required 
time* 


consuming tests. Some sections 
have 
been 
found 
to have 


dropped as much as five feet, 
as the land tilted, the question 
of. tides has not been settled 
completely. All these factors 
have slowed reconstruction in 
an area where construction 
work outdoors must end when 
the frost hardens the ground in 
mid-October. 


And one prominent banker 


fears that the initial impetus to 
rebuild, so prevalent immedi- 
ately after the quake, may have 
been lost.

The situation changes so rap- 


idly in the hardest-hit areas of 
Anchorage, Seward, Kodiak and; 
Valdez that an up-to-the-minute 
report is almost impossible.

; Aftershocks still were being 
(felt when the Army Engineers 
moved in swiftly to restore es- 
sential public services, demol- 
ish badly damaged buildings, 
remove rubble and move Un- 
damaged buildings from unsafe 
land. 
:' But in Anchorage, the state's 
largest city and financial cen- 
ter, Water lines still run on top 
of the ground to furnish water 
to some areas. These must be 
buried 'before winter. Some ma- 
jor buildings still stand empty 
and others, obviously damaged 
beyond repair, have not been 
demolished. 


The pie-shaped, 
devastated 


area of Kodiak — only a small 
part of the entire town — has 
been cleared of rubble. 


An urban renewal program 


has been approved 
although 


some fishermen scoffed at n 
plan for a fish pond in a major 
fishing area and a covered 
mail. 


At Seward, huge cranes are 


tackling the jack-straw piles of 
twisted rails, burned 
railroad 
cars and masses of concrete in 
the start of a cleanup program. 
Freight cars still lie in Resur- 
rection Bay and must be re- 
moved if the town's position as 
an important seaport is to be 
restored. 
j Seward, too, is looking toward 
urban renewal although City 
Manager J. W. Harrison indi- 
cated the town felt the proposed 
plan was too ambitious. Esti- 
mated at up to $5 million, the 
plan provides for turning deva- 
stated dock areas into park 
areas; Residents point out that 
the town, with the snow-covered 
mountains 
reaching 
almost 


down to the water, has as much 
park area as it needs and wants 
industrial land. 


i There is a major change at 
Valdez, too. The children and 
dog's are back and are playing 
in the streets. They were con- 
spicuous by their absence short- 
ly' after the seismic wave swept 
more than 30 persons to their 
death the evening of March 27.

Gas Pocket 
Blamed for 
Explosion

MORGAN CITY, La. (AP)-A 


shallow pocket of gas puffed 
into a giant blowtorch, touch- 
ing off the worst disaster in the 
history of offshore oil drilling 
Tuesday, leaving 20 men feared 
dead. 


"There was fire everywhere," 


said L. C. Franks, one of the 
25 survivors. "If hell is any 
worse, I don't want to go there." 


The terrific prc-dawn explo- 


sion and fire collapsed the C. P. 
Baker, a $6-million floating oil 
rig and sent it plunging 180 feet 
lo the bottom of the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


Two bodies were recovered. 


An intensive search found no 
trace of 1R men. 


The 18 "arc probably still 


aboard the Seker at the bot- 
tom," §aid Jack Bates of Head- 
ing and Bate* Offshore Drilling 
Co:, owner t>t the giant rig— 
actually two MMoot httlli with 
a derrick mounted between 
them. 


The rig had moved to its new 


drilling spot 72 miles off the 
Louisiana coast southwest of this 
fishing town last Sunday, 


Half of the 43 persons aboard 
were asleep when the drilling 
crew encountered a shallow 
pocket of gas under high pres- 
sure at 6m feet. Two others 
were in a service barge tied up 
alongside the rig. 


The gas engulfed the giant ap- 


paratus and a stray spark 
touched off the explosion and 
fire. 


The dead men were identified 


as Don Demars of Bayou Vista, 
La.; and Ernest J. Schadler of 
Lake Charles, La. 


The missing men were from 


Louisiana and Mississippi and 
the survivors from Louisiana, 
Texas, Arkansas and Alabama.

Labor unions are essentially 


businesses and they take their 
business seriously. 


"Our business is to see to it 


that working men get a fair 
%age and fair working condi- 
ions," a union leader said. 
But how does a union do it? 
The Associated Press sur- 


veyed a number of unions in Ar 
Kansas with about 30,000 mem- 
bers in the state and tried 
to 
learn ht eanswer. 


"I guess the strike is the first 


thing that most people think 
about," said R. L. Webb, an in- 
ternational vice president of the 
International 
Brotherhood 
of 
•Electrical Workers. "But not 


every union strikes. 


"We don't even like to strike," 


he said. "In fact, the IBEW is 
practically a no-strike organiza- 
tion. It's in our agreements with 
companies. We agree not to 
strike or walkout or lockout." 


Webb said occasionally there 


is a wildcat—or unauthorized- 
strike by some union members, 
''but we don't go in for that 
• much." 


"We h a v e almost always 


found, and we believe we can 
continue, that we can work out 
our problems across the table," 
Webb said. 


The IBEW has some branches 


that do strike, but the majority 
of members — those involved 
In construction work — Rarely 
strike, Webb said. 
^ Webb estimated that the union 


has 9,000 members in Arkansas. 
They pay dues of about $6.40 a 
month, part of which goes into 
1 "strike fund." 
: If a strike is necessary, Webb 
•said, union members 
receive 


allowances from this fund for 
the duration of the strike. 


In some unions, this fund is 


called the "defense fund." 


It is, union leaders said, a 


t^way of giving meaning to the 


Union's attitude at the arbitra- 
tion table.

Reviews Shot 
That Started 
World War 1 


EDITOR'S NOTE-Fifty years 
ago Sunday a fanatic Serbian 
youth assassinated the Austrian 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand and 
his wife and Europe soon was 
plunged into World War I. Here 
is a reconstruction of the fate- 
ful event in Sarajevo, and a 
look at the little town today.

SARAJEVO, Yugoslavia (AP) 


—A crown prince with some 
startling political ideas—a fev- 
erish boy fanatic, manipulated 
from the shadows by a myster- 
ious spymaster—shots from a 
little automatic. 


Did they start World War I?, 
Or would it have come any- 


how, 
whether 
the 
Archduke 


Franz Ferdinand was murdered 
on that sunny Sunday morning 
50 years ago. 


Historians argue the point. 


Some say the rivalries of the 
great powers made the conflict 
inevitable. Others contend that 
European statesmen had been 
handling incidents like this for 
40 years without a major war, 
and given a little less stupidity 
they might have handled this 
one too. 


Some of its mysteries still are 


unsolved. 


Start with Col. Dragutin Dim- 


itrjevic, chief of both .the .Ser- 
bian military intelligence and 
the 
conspiratorial 
"Black 


Hand." His cover name was 
"Apis" —the bee—and 2 busier 
intriguer no novelist ever creat- 
ed. 


He wanted to eliminate Franz 


Ferdinand, heir to the 84-year- 
old Emperor 
Franz Josef of 


Austria-Hungary. 
'< 


Why? That's one of the mys- 


teries. Apis said later it was be- 
cause Franz 
Ferdinand was 


head of the war,party in Aus- 
tria-Hungary, and killing him 
was a way of forestalling an at- 
tack on Serbia, then an inde- 
pendent nation and now part of 
Yugoslavia. 


This makes little sense. Franz 


Ferdinand's murder was used 
by the Austrians as the excuse 
for an attack on Serbia, and 
there were many more eager 
for war then he had been. 


A better guess: Franz Ferdi- 


nand had some idea of giving 
his own Serb subjects more self- 
rule. That might have cooled off 
their enthusiasm for breaking 
loose from Austria-Hungary and 
joining Serbia, an enthusiasm 
Apis was most eager to keep 
warm. 


Nor would it have pleased 


Gavrilo Princip, 
a frail 
but 


fiery Serb of 19 from Austria- 
Hungary's province of Serbia. 
Apis supplied him and his fcl- 
luw 
conspirators 
with 
auto- 


matics and grenades, got them 
some target practice and had 
them smuggled across the bor- 
der from Serbia back to Bosnia 
and Us capital, Sarajevo. 


Princip was a sensitive, ideal- 


istic young man. He had a 
small black moustache, some 
talent as a poet fair aim with 
an automatic and an advanced 
case of tuberculosis. He and his 
friends felt that in murdering 
Franz 
Ferdinand 
they 
were 


striking a blow for freedom. 


"Aside from their compulsion 


to commit treason and murder" 
says an American historian, 
"they were really good and 
kindly fellows." 


Their plan was simple. Franz 


Ferdinand, his wife and a small 
entourage — in Sarajevo for a 
civic function—were driving in 
six open cars along the Mil- 
jacks 
River, 
which 
flows 


through the city. 


After a reception at City Hall 


the cars \yere to drive back 
along the river and through the 
main streets. The half - dozen 
conspirators 
stationed 
them- 


selves at likely points along the 
river. 


As iheprocession passed near 


the Zrinzsko Bridge 
a 
yound 


printer named Nedjeiko Cabrin 
ovic 
threw 
a 
grenade. 
It 


bounced off the folded back top 
;of the archduke's car and ex- 
jploded in the street, wounding 
several bystanders and two ol 
the archduke's aides in the next 


automobile. 


The archduke's 
wife 
was 


scratched on the face by a 
splinter. 


At the reception, the 
arch* 


duke had decided to cancel the 
drive through the main streets 
and visit one of he wounded 
aides In the hospital. But ho- 
body told the chauffers. 


The cars started back along 


the river. When they reached 
the street called Franz Josef 
Gasse. the driver of the lead 
car started to turn in toward 
the center of the town. 


"Not that way, 
you fool- 


straight ahead!" shouted a gen- 
eral riding with the archduke. 


The order brought the little 


column to a halt just in front 
of Moritz Schiller's fancy gro- 
cery store, where Princip was 
sationed. He 
stepped to the 


curb and fired at a range of 
less than 10 feet, killing both 
both the archduke and his wife. 


It seems ancient history now, 


even in Sarajevo, 
where 
the 


quay along the Millacka looks 
much as it looked half a century 
flffO 


The old City Hall serves as a 


| library with an exhibit on the 
ground floof glorifying Vugc** 
slav President's Tito's fltnif- 
gles in World War II. 
? 


Schiller's grocery has been 


turned into « museum which 
subordinates Princip to the ac- 
tivity of an organi/ation called 
"Young Bosnia." The 
official 


feeling is that emphasis on 
Princip and Apis tends to sad- 
dle the guilt for World War I 
on the founders f Yugoslavia, 
and to give too much impor- 
tance to the Serbs at the ex- 
pense of other national groups 
in the counry. 


Princip's fame has faded in 


the publicity given to his ne- 
phew, 
Slobodan 
Princip, 
a 


guerrilla who died fighting the 
Germans in World War II. In 
Belgrade, a school has been 
named for Slobodan. There is 
no similar attempt to keep Gav- 
rilo's memory green. 


But 
in Sarajevo, there still 


are people who remember the 
day vividly. 


One who remembers is 
a 


tall, 
ruddy-cheeked 
history 


teacher of 68, now retired. Vo- 
jpslav 
Bogicevic has become 


the cKy'« most devoted histori- 
an of the conspirators, several 
of whom were his schoolmates, 


Me '*•« standing next to one 
-Gvijeko Popovic—when Cab* 
rinvic threw his grenade near- 
Wriethef he WAS on. the plot 
within a few minutes when 
Princip fired the fatal shots. 


Bogicevic 
won't 
say 
now 


Whether he was in n the plot 
himself, but he does admit: "If 
they had offered me a gun, it 
would have been hard to re- 
fuse." 


Popovic is still alive, head of 


the ethnographic section of the 
Bosnian National Museum in 
Sarajevo, but he refused to talk 
o strangers. So does another of 
he 
conspirators named Vaso 


pubrilovic who—like Popvic— 
'ailed to throw his grenade. He 
iccame a professor of hlshtory, 
and served 
for a time as a 


member of 
President 
Tito's 


Cabinet.

Rue has lived in the aromatic 


world'of Musso and Frank's for 
42 years. When he first came to 
the restaurant, Hollywood was 
a village .with unpayed side 
streets.

"They all used to come here," 


the chef recalled. "Rudolph Val- 
entino was a regular .customer;

Reviews Shot 
That Started 
World War 1 


EDITOR'S NOTE-Fifty years 
ago Sunday a fanatic Serbian 
youth assassinated the Austrian 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand and 
his wife and Europe soon was 
plunged into World War I. Here 
is a reconstruction of the fate- 
ful event in Sarajevo, and a 
look at the little town today.

SARAJEVO, Yugoslavia (AP) 


—A crown prince with some 
startling political ideas—a fev- 
erish boy fanatic, manipulated 
from the shadows by a myster- 
ious spymaster-shots from a 
little automatic. 


Did they start World War I?, 
Or would it have come any- 


how, 
whether the 
Archduke 


Franz Ferdinand was murdered 
on that sunny Sunday morning 
50 years ago. 


Historians argue the point. 


Some say the rivalries of the 
great powers made the conflict 
inevitable. Others contend that 
European statesmen had been 
handling incidents like this for 
40 years without a major war, 
and given a little less stupidity 
they might have handled this 
one too. 


Some of its mysteries still are 


unsolved. 


Start with Col. Dragutin Dim- 


itrjevic, chief of both .the .Ser- 
bian military intelligence and 
the 
conspiratorial 
"Black 


Hand." His cover name was 
"Apis" —the bee—and 2 busier 
intriguer no novelist ever creat- 
ed. 


He wanted to eliminate Franz 


Ferdinand, heir to the 84-year- 
old Emperor Franz Josef of 
Austria-Hungary. 
• 


Why? That's one of the mys- 


teries. Apis said later it was be- 
cause Franz Ferdinand was 
head of the war party in Aus-' 
tria-Hungary, and killing him 
was a way of forestalling an at- 
tack on Serbia, then an inde- 
pendent nation and now part of 
Yugoslavia. 


This makes little sense. Franz 


Ferdinand's murder was used 
by the Austrians as the excuse 
for an attack on Serbia, and 
there were many more eager 
for war then he had been. 


A better guess: Franz Ferdi- 


nand had some idea of giving 
his own Serb subjects more self- 
rule. That might have cooled off 
their enthusiasm for breaking 
loose from Austria-Hungary and 
joining Serbia, an enthusiasm 
Apis was most eager to keep 
warm. 


Nor would it have pleased 


Gavrilo Princip, 
a frail 
but 


fiery Serb of 19 from Austria- 
Hungary's province of Serbia. 
Apis supplied him and his fel- 
low 
conspirators 
with 
auto- 


matics and grenades, got them 
some target practice and had 
them smuggled across the bor- 
der from Serbia back to Bosnia 
and its capital, Sarajevo. 


Princip was a sensitive, ideal- 


istic young man. He had a 
small black moustache, some 
latent as a poet fair aim with 
an automatic and an advanced 
case of tuberculosis. He and his 
friends felt that in murdering 
Franz 
Ferdinand they were 


striking a blow for freedom. 


"Aside from their compulsion 


to commit treason and murder" 
says an American historian, 
"they were really good and 
kindly fellows." 


Their plan was simple. Franz 


Ferdinand, his wife and a small 
entourage — in Sarajevo for a 
civic function—were driving in 
six open cars along the Mil- 
jacks 
River, 
which 
flows 


through the city. 


After a reception at City Hall 


the cars were to drive back 
along the river and through the 
main streets. The half • dozen 
conspirators 
stationed 
them- 


selves at likely points along the 
river. 


As theprocession passed near 


the Zrinzsko Bridge 
a 
yound 


printer named Nedjelko Cabrin- 
ovic 
threw 
a 
grenade. 
It 


bounced off the folded back top 
of the archduke's car and ex- 
ploded m the street, wounding 
several bystanders and two of 
the archduke's aides in the next 


automobile. 


The archduke's 
wife 
was 


scratched on the face by a 
splinter. 


At the reception, the 
arch« 


duke had det-ided to cancel th« 
drive through the main streets 
and visit one of he wounded 
aides in the hospital. But no- 
body told the chauffers. 


the cars started back along 


the river. When they reached 
the street called Franz Josef 
Gasse, the driver of the lead 
car started to turn in toward 
the center of the town. 


"Not that way, you fool- 


straight ahead!" shouted a gen- 
eral riding with the archduke. 


The order brought the little 


column to a halt just in front 
of Montz Schiller's fancy gro- 
cery store, where Princip was 
sationed. He 
stepped to the 


curb and fired at a range of 
less than 10 feet, killing both 
both the archduke and his wife. 


It seems ancient history now, 


:ven in Sarajevo, where the 
quay along the Millacka looks 
much as it looked half a century 
"TO. 


old City Hall serves as a 


I library with an exhibit oil 
the 


ground floor glorifying Ytif* 
Slav President's Tito's Strug- 
gles in World War 11. 


Schiller's grocery has been 


turned into a museum which 
subordinates Princip to the ac- 
tivity of an organization called 
"Young Bosnia." The 
official 


feeling is that emphasis on 
Princip and Apis tends to sad- 
die the guilt for World War 1 
on the founders f Yugoslavia, 
and to give too much impor- 
tance to the Serbs at the ex- 
pense of other national groups 
in the counry. 


Princip's fame has faded in 


the publicity given 
to his ne- 


phew, 
Slobodan 
Princip, 
a 


guerrilla who died fighting the 
Germans in World War II. In 
Belgrade, a school has been 
named for Slobodan. There is 
no similar attempt to keep Gav- 
rilo's memory green. 


But 
in Sarajevo, there still 


are people who remember the 
day vividly. 


One who remembers is 
a 


tall, 
ruddy-cheeked 
history 


teacher of 68, now retired. Vo- 
joslav 
Bogicevic has become 


the city's most devoted Mfttori* 
aft of the conspirators, several 
of Whdffi Were his schoolmates. 
He was standing next to one 
-Cvljeko Popovic-wn*n Cab' 
rinvic threw his grenade near* 
frtiethef he was oti. the plot 
within a few minutes when 
Princip fired the fatal shots.

they had offered me a gun, it 
would have been hard to re- 
fuse." 


Popovic is still alive, head of

So does another of 
he conspirators named Vaso 
Cubrilovic who—like Popvic— 
toiled to throw his grenade. He 
became a professor of hlshtory, 
and served
